Peanut Farmers Of 


Alabama To Get 
More In 1961 Crop 


Peanut farmers in Alabama 
will receive approximately $3,- 
000,000 additional income from 
sale of peanuts in 1961 accord. 
ing to E. C. Brooks, Enterprise, 
Director, Alabama Peanut Pro- 
ducers Association. The pre- 
dicted increase will result from 
an increase in the price sup- 
port of peanuts to 85 percent of 
the March, 1961, peanut par- 
ity price and the remeyal of 
the $8 deduction per .on that 
farmers have been paying for 


storage, handling, inspecting, 
etc. This increased price and 
$9 deduction saving per ton 


will amount to a national aver. 
age of $28.76 per ton increase 
for peanut farmers. The nor- 
mal production for the Alaha- 
ma peanut growers is about 
100,000 tons. 


. Brooks stated that edible 
use Bes peanuts were at a record 
level with a 22-million pound 
increase thus far this season. 
Use of peanut butter was at an 
all-time high and about three- 
fourths of all Alabama peanuts 
go into peanut butter. Peanut 
growers in Alabama have fi- 
nanced a national promotional 
program since 1957 which has 
greatly sparked the increase in 
the use of edible peanuts. The 
APPA leader asserted that this 
main factor in holding the sur- 
plus of peanuts down to a rea- 
sonable figure and enabling an 
increase in the price. 


Brooks said _ that peanut 
growers Can give the Alabama 
Peanut Producers Association 
and the Alabama Farm Bureau 
Federation a great deal of the 
credit for this increase in the 
price. He said that when pea- 
nut farmers wonder why they 
should pay a $1 a ton a year 
into the Alabama Peanut Pro- 


ducers Association and $5 a 
year Farm Bureau dues, they 


should remember that their or- 
ganizations have been most ac- 
tive and successful in helping 
raise their income. 


Mr. Brooks said that the of- 
ficials of the Alabama Peanut 
Producers Association, Alaba- 
ma Farm Bureau Federation, 
Georgia aFrm Bureau Federa- 
tion, Georgia Asricultural Com 
modities Authority, and others 
had worked hand in hand to 
improve the position of the 
peanut farmers. He said that 
there should not be a peanut 
farmer in Alabama to reqnest 
a refund on his $1 a ton as-
